Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that the claims recited tissue shrinkage, not 
ablation, as taught by Swanson et al. The examiner noted that while Swanson et al does not teach a method of 
shrinkage, neither is such claimed per se, and that some shrinkage would inevitably occure between the ablated tissue 
and the tissue unaffected by ablation at the site. The examiner further noted that specifically reciting that the instant 
method was one of shrinkage would read over the applied reference. Applicvant also inquired about the drawing 
objection, noting the amended drawing included with the previous response incuded a sowing of the moving away and 
towards the treatment site. The examiner determined that the objection in the previous office action had been included 
in error and was withdrawn. 
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
